Status of the Claims 

This action is in response to papers filed 5 September 2006 in which claims 1, 14 and 
44 were amended. The amendments have been thoroughly reviewed and entered. The 
amendments add claim language from previously examined Claim 14, which was indicated as 
allowable in the previous ofi&ce action. 

The previous rejections in the OflEice Action dated 7 July 2006 are withdrawn in view of 
the amendments. The amendments place the pending claims in condition for allowance.

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The claims are drawn to methods of making multiple arrays on a substrate using bi- 
directional printing. The claims further define the bi-directional printing wherein a majority 
(e.g. 80% or 90%) of the rows of an array are printed while the print head is moving in the 
same direction. The prior art teaches single directional and bi-directional printing. However, 
the prior art does not teach or suggest bi-directional printing wherein a majority of rows are 
printed during movement along the same direction as claimed.
